Joe Brown's 
Son Dies in 
Crash Here 


Bomber Piloted by 
Don Brow n, Captain 
In Air Corps, Falls 


C aptain Don E. Brown, son of 
the noted Joe E. Brown, motion 
picture star, was fatally injured 
a t about 5 p. m. Thursday after­ 
noon w hen the bombing plane he 
w as piloting on w hat officers said 
w as a routine 
flight, 
crashed 
about ten miles north of Palm 
Springs. 
Cause of the crash had not yet 
been determ ined but observers 
here, who saw the plane go down, 
said both motors apparently fail­ 
ed. Two investigations are under 
w ay here, one by a board of of­ 
ficers from the Arm y A ir Corps 
F erry Command headquarters at 
Long Beach and the 
other by 
C oroner Ben W hite of Riverside 
county. 


DARING LANDING 


Capt. Brow n was alone in the 
plane at the time. A nother plane 
w as nearby, however, 
and its 
pilot radioed the ferrying com­ 
m and field here. 
Lieut. 
Paul 
H erbert, com m anding officer at 
the local field, at once took off 
in a light plane for the scene of 
th e crash. H e m ade a successful 
landing on the narrow aqueduct 
road a m ile west of the burning 
plane. 
W hen 
he 
reached 
the 
scene, Brown was just craw ling 
aw ay from the wreckage. He died 
a few m om ents later. A burned 
spot on his shoulder indicated 
the plane caught fire as it crash­ 
ed. 
The fire truck from the base 
h ere and tw o of the city’s trucks 
and a police car w ere rushed to 
the scene. 


FATHER EN ROUTE 


Jo e E. Brown, fam ous father 
of the dead youth, was in De­ 
tro it at the tim e of the crash, 
appearing in a stage play. The 
perform ance was cancelled when 
w ord of th e tragedy reached him 
and he boarded an American A ir­ 
lines plane for Palm Springs a t 
m idnight. 
Young Brown was attached to 
the Ferrying command headquar­ 
ters at Long Beach. 
H e joined the A rm y's Infantry 
reserve in January, 1939, and was 
commissioned a second lieutenant 
in the Air Corps Ju ly 11, 1941. 
On Sept. 27, just a few weeks 
ago, he was prom oted to the rank 
of captain. 


WAS UCLA STUDENT 


Don Brown attended U niversi­ 
ty of California at Los Angeles, 
w here he w as student body presi­ 
dent and was a substitute on the 
UCLA football team w inning his 
letter, though too light for a reg­ 
ular berth on the team . He play­ 
ed in the line. 
H e received his prim ary flight 
training at Cal-Aero field at O n­ 
tario and his basic training at 
M offett field. 
The comedian has tw o other 
children, a son, Joe, Jr., who also 
is in the service; and a daughter, 
M ary Ann Elizabeth. 
N ot long ago the two sons held 
a reunion w ith their father and 
m other w hen both received leave 
from m ilitary duties.

SHOT SHOT WILL BE SHOT AGAIN 


Local Man Invents Device to Reclaim Lead 


Walter Illick of Palm Springs and member of the local salvage 
committee, has risen to national importance in connection with 
the salvaging oi metal throughout the dumps of the land and 
accelerating the flow of necessary metals to smelters. 
At present he is salvaging 250 tons of lead from the Amateur 
Trap-shooting association range at Vandalia, Ohio. 


Constructing the first m achine* 
for this purpose in the world, 
Illick is reclaiming 
this 
vast 
am ount of lead by processing the 
earth at this shooting range, 2000 
by 400 feet in area and to a 
depth of two inches. 


RETRIEVES OLD LEAD 


The earth, peppered all over 
with lead, from years of pleasure 
shooting, is put through a shred­ 
der and conveyed by belt to four 
sluice boxes by which the d irt 
falls to the ground and the lead 
rem ains on the screen. 
Illick is an inventor as well as 
salvage enthusiast. 
The machine, built from parts 
of old auto, a threshing machine 
and other miscellaneous parts, is I 


pulled by a tractor and powered 
by an obsolete auto motor. 
This is but the first of scores, 
perhaps hundreds, of skeet club 
grounds from which the lead shot 
aw ay will be retrieved.

All this but 
emphasizes 
the 
urgent need for Palm Springs to 
bring in every pound of metal 
lying about in back yards, in a t­ 
tics, or w herever found." Said 
Dr. John R. M acartney, chair­ 
man of the local Salvage commit­ 
tee. 
"D on't let the boys down for 
lack of am unition w hich might 
have won a battle. 
’ Every pound counts."

w ithin five feet of their sleeping 
bodies, encounter with a huge 
half-ton grizzly bear on a narrow 
m ountain trail, cliinbs to dizzy 
heights for game and three w eeks 
in wild prim itive country w here 
there’s no road in 20,000 square 
m iles of m ountain 
and 
forest, 
are some of the stories being told 
by H arry M ann of the Sports­ 
m an's H eadquarters, rifle range 
on N orth Palm Canyon D rive op­ 
posite the fire station. 
B ut 
the 
best 
story 
Mann 
brought out of the south fork 
of the Flathead territory in Mon­ 
tana was of the shooting of a big 
bull Elk, ju st a "half point shy" 
of being a Royal Elk. 
__ 


ALMOST A ROYAL 


The elk which Mann bagged 
had seven points on one side, six 
on the other. A Royal Elk, w hich 
is tops for hunters, has seven 
points on each side. Mann bagged 
his prize by stalking it for four 
hours as it bugled defiance to 
other bull elks in the densely 
tim bered rocky terrain. T he last 
200 yards alone 
required 
two 
hours. 
Mann, who has a collection of 
m ore than 200 rifles of old vin, 
tage and design and who loads 
and fires them under the same 
condition as they were loaded 
and 
fired 
by 
plainsm en and 
m ountaineers of 
pioneer 
days, 
used an old fashioned 
double­ 
barreled muzzle-loading English 
big game rifle, designed in 1860 
for hunting in Africa. 


ON BOTH ENDS 


“It carried a wallop at both 
ends.” he said. 
It took both barrels to bag the 
elk which w eighed 650 pounds 
dressed out. 
By climbing to dizzy heights, 
among rocks and crags 11,000 feet 
up, Mann also bagged a Rocky 
M ountain goat. 
“A goat alw ays looks dow n,” he 
said. “They go w ell above the 
tim ber line and therefore ex ­ 
pect their enem y to come from 
below. The only w ay to get them 
is to get higher than they are.”

THE CALIFORNIA TOAD 
Bufo Boreas Halophilus 


You m ay first m eet this good 
friend of your garden through 
his voice, a sweet, low-pitched 
thrilling w histle that carries for 
som e distance. Or, when poking 
around in the bushes, you may 
startle him into the open by day­ 
light. You will know him by his 
fatness and the pale stripe down 
his back, and, if you are not 
afraid of toads, you will find him 
highly am using to watch. 


The California Toad is so fat 
th a t he finds it too hard to hop 
about in the conventional toad 
m anner, and he prefers walking 
w ith a gait somewhat like that 
of a turtle. His chief desire, when 
unearthed in the daytime, is to 
tind a dark place, and he w ad­ 
dles desparately in search of one. 
Pick him up. and he will al­ 
most alw ays make deep, throaty 
noises. 


TOAD IS MALIGNED 


The horror that many people 
exhibit in the presence of a toad 
does not do credit to that noble 
anim al, and there is absolutely 
no reason for it. Toads cannot 
bite, scratch, or in any way hurt 
a person; nor do they ever cause 
w arts. A pparently the only rea­ 
son this latter superstition is be­ 
lieved is th at toads them selves 
have w arts, and it therefore fol­ 
lows that their w arts are trans­ 
m itted to the 
person 
touching 
them . It w ould be as sensible to 
believe th at if you were to touch 
an elephant, you would 
grow 
tusks. 
The toad is a heavy eater, and 
there is not a single article on 
his diet list that should be left 
alone. Injurious insects, spiders, 
sm all centipedes, snails, slugs— 
all these pests, and others, fall 
in endless procession down that 
hungry gullet. 


A NIMBLE EATER 


In his m anner of eating, the 
toad is unusual and interesting. 
Insects and other food are caught 
w ith the tongue, which is fasten­ 
ed at the front of the mouth in­ 
stead of the back; it tips forward, 
turning upside-down, and can be 
protruded for quite some 
dis­ 
tance. Furtherm ore, it is covered 
w ith 
a 
sticky 
substance 
that 
causes the unlucky bit of w rig­ 
gling food to stick tightly to it. 
The tongue moves like lightn­ 
ing, and very few insects 
are 
agile enough to even think of 
dodging it. It is amusing to watch 
a toad, after a hearty meal, as 
he wipes his mouth with his 
front foot, very much in the m an­ 
ner of a hum an w ithout a nap­ 
kin. 
It is a little surprising to think 
of toads in the desert, and as a 
m atter of fact, they are never 
found far from 
the 
irrigation 
ditches or some other source of 
w ater. For th e toads, like all am ­ 
phibians, are bound to the w a­ 
ter w ith a strong chain; w ith­ 
out water, the next toad genera­ 
tion could not be born. The eggs 
are laid early in the spring, in 
long bead-like strings, most often 
in 
com paratively 
still 
w ater 
Thousands of eggs are laid by 
each female, but very few of 
them live to become polliwogs. 
Several types of fungus may a t­ 
tack and kill them, or they may 
be eaten by a hungry fish. Or 
the stream or pound m ay go dry; 
there are a hundred things that 
can, and usually do, happen to 
toad eggs. 


BECOME TADPOLES 


If they are lucky enough to 
hatch, they become tiny tadpoles, 
who also m ust face many grave 
dangers before realizing the ad­ 
vantages of adult toadhood. These 
tadpoles differ from their par­ 
ents in that they eat only vege­ 
table m atter, not taking any in­ 
sects or other meats unless by 
accident. Most of their food con­ 
sists of the microscopic algae that 
are found in every pond. Those 
select few th a t grow up usually 
do so during the sum m er and 
fall, although tadpoles have been 
know n to persist in that form on 
through the w inter and into the 
next summer. 
A fascinating sight is that of 
a toad shedding his 
skin, 
al­ 
though many fastidious people do 
not care for the action immedi­ 
ately following. The shedding is 
accomplished by the use of the 
front feet, w ith much labor, and 
rem inds one of a person taking 
off a tight and "stretchy” wool 
sw eater. W hen it’s finally 
re­ 
moved, the toad calmly proceeds 
to eat it, cram m ing it into his 
m outh with those ever-so-useful 


front feet. And he eats it right 
down to the last shred. 
Toads become accustomed to 
being handled very quickly, and 
make no effort to escape. It is 
not advisable, how ever, to try to 
keep one in a cage, as it will 
rarely cat under those conditions. 
Just let it run loose in y our gar­ 
den, and speak to it now and 
then. Your garden will prosper 
and your own good-nature will 
not suffer.

As for selection of gifts, the Army and Navy recommend 
that articles be easily portable and useful in any climate. In 
this category are watches, shaving sets, toilet kits, books, 
stationery, cigarettes, pipes, wallets, pens or pencils. 


Because of the urgent need of shipping space for war ma­ 
terials, the size of Christmas parcels should not exceed that 
of an ordinary shoe box and should not weigh over six pounds. 


Delay will be avoided if packages are not sealed, but are 
tied or secured so as to be readily opened for censoring. 
Sealed packages of cigars, tobacco and toilet articles in simp­ 
lest mercantile form, however, may be enclosed within 
packages. 


Inscriptions such as “Merry Christmas”, “Do Not Open 
Until Christm as”, may be placed 011 the covering if they do not 
interfere with the address.

All we have to do to put the nam e of Palm 
Springs on a land-going battleship is to find out 
w hat our quota of bond sales is for October— and 
then oversell it. 
According to reliable inform ation the quota is 
about $6 per capita. If our population is 4,000, say, 
then $24,000 is our quota. 
By selling th a t am ount 
of bonds, a tank will go into battle against the 
Axis bearing the nam e of this city.

S crap has been com ing in in dribbles for som e 
tim e but Palm Springs residents m u st aw aken to 
the fact th a t rivulets of scrap are not enough— 
th ere m u st be torrents. 
Almost half of the m aterial in steel is scrap— 
th a t’s how im portant scrap m etal is to the n atio n ’s 
w ar effort. 
The steel mills are already clam oring 
for m ore scrap. 
T he drain on the n atio n ’s stockpile is terrific, 
they say the stockpile is dwindling rapidly, th a t 
there is only a tw o-w eek supply left and th a t u n ­ 
less A m ericans step up th eir scrap collections and 
contributions 25 per cent, som e of the mills will 
have to shut down. 
T he scrap is here, plenty of it. 
It is up to th e 
people to bring it in. 
European nations have and 
are tu rn in g in the 
scrap. 
T h ere is n o t an iron 
fence left in London, long a city noted for its iron 
fences. 
In Berlin m assive m etal doors, objectives 
of sight-seers in peace days, have gone into th e 
m elting pot. 
H ere in America, the total w ar idea does not 
seem to have p en etrated although on \\ ednesday 
of this w eek we had been a t w ar for th re e -q u a rte rs 
of a year. 
S tep s are being ta k en this w eek to speed up 
Palm S p rin g s’ contribution to th e scrap effort. T he 
new s colum ns elsew here in this issue detail th e 
plans. 
R em em ber, this is as m uch your w ar a s it 
is the w ar of the boys in uniform whom you see on 
our sidew alks in increasing num bers daily. 
T hey are eag er to get in the big scrap overseas. 
You should be as eag e r to get in your kind of scrap 
over here. 
In th eir scrap they’ll need your scrap. 
T h a t’s the com bination th at will scrap Hitler. 


Don't Complain — Join 


Into a New York re sta u ra n t for th eir wedding 
dinner cam e a soldier and his bride. T hey had 
been m arried a few hours earlier a t the city hall 
in a crisp civil cerem ony. T he place w as expensive:

The Builder and the Talker 


H enry J. K aiser is an A m erican builder. He 
h as built dam s. Now he is building ships. He plans 
to build airplanes. 
Dr. H ans Elias, of Middlesex University, M ass­ 
achusetts, has never built an y th in g m aterial in 
America. But he is know n as an academ ic theor­ 
ist and a b s tra c t thinker. 
The o th e r day th e p ap ers carried an account 
of the result of som e of P ro fesso r E lias’ thinking, 
put by the professor in th e se w ords: 
“A fter the w ar th e m a sse s of th e people will 
be im poverished by th e burdens w hich w a r im­ 
poses upon everyone. T h ere will be no cars, radios, 
w ashing m achines or refrigerators. T h ere will be 
practically no export industry because countries 
abroad are exhausted. T h ere will be practically no 
im port trad e because we 
shall no longer be 
w ealthy enough to buy m ore th an we need.” 
The pap er th a t day also carried new s th at 
Mr. Kaiser, w hose R ichm ond shipyard had startled 
the building world in A ugust by launching a ship in 
24 days a fte r laying th e keel, had slashed th at 
record in his Portland yard w ith the incredible feat 
of launching a huge 10,500 ton cargo vessel just 
10 days a fte r its keel w as laid! 
Mr. Kaiser, who 
is so busy eternally building things th a t he hasn t 
tim e to talk m uch, said th is: ' 
“W hat we have done is just a prelude to the 
g reat production era th a t will rebuild the world 
afte r this War is won and over.” 
Men of the H enry J. K aiser stam p are always 
few and precious; m en of the H ans Elias stam p 
are m yriad and insignificant. 
T housands of the 
la tter said F ulton’s steam b o at w as a joke, th a t 
W ashington w as a fool to face E ngland’s arm ies, 
th a t Lincoln couldn’t preserve the Union, th a t 
W right’s h eav ier-th an -air m achine w as an idiot’s 
contraption. The w orks of the builders stand. The 
words of th e talkers are forgotten. 
W hat H enry J. K aiser and m en like him ac­ 
complish in this w ar and in p o st-w ar reconstruc­ 
tion will be long rem em b ered ; w h a t Professor 
Elias and m en like him say will be as ephem eral 
as their gloomy, visionless words. 


IF you feel inclined to becom e peevish over r a ­ 
tioning, th e best cure is th a t little booklet put out 
at th e local office of th e W ar Price and R ationing 
Board entitled: “ W hat W artim e Price Control 
M eans to You.” 
In fact, it is ra th e r a patriotic 
duty to get and read this book. 
It will acq u ain t you w ith w h a t is covered and 
not covered by price control and you will u n d e r­ 
stand why price control is necessary.

¡earn how you can help m ake it work, and w hen 
you know th a t, you are cooperating w ith the w a r 
if fort. For the U nited S ta te s is a t w ar, you know. 
In stead of com plaining about the sh o rtag e of 
this a n d th a t, you will realize th a t rationing is á 
levic'e designed to p rotect you, to enable you to 
purchase th e essential item s needed for a com fort- 
ible living. 
Your rationing board is w orking for 
,ou a n d it needs your u tm o st cooperation. 
W ithout your board, prices would soar, and 
Jiere a re a lot of people who are NO T w axing iat 
jff w a r tim e industry. 
U ncontrolled prices would 
lause g re a t hardships.

Umpires Have Tough Job in Judging 
Desert Maneuvers But Must Stick to 
Decision After It Has Been Made

maneuvers, but observers would see a scrap that would lop them 
all if the director turned the soldiers loose on the umpires.

Umpires are far 
and away 
more unpopular than that un­ 
popular fellow, the M. P., and 
just like the men in navy blue 
who call strikes and balls back 
on the home town ball diamond 
they won’t listen to arguments. 
A baseball umpire has never been 
known to reverse 
a 
decision. 
Neither has a maneuver umpire. 
But in this is found one of the 
primary reasons for success of 
war games here on the hot sands 
of the California wastelands. Be­ 
fore the maneuvers opened, a 
corps of umpires had been care­ 
fully selected, trained and ex­ 
amined. The umpires spend many 
hours in school learning how to 
do their jobs well—and the last 
thing they were told by the chief 
instructor was: “Consider all the 
facts, make your decision, and 
stick to it.” 


EXAMPLE OF DIFFICULTIES 


An exam ple'of difficulties — 
and arguments — which umpires 
run into is seen in their reports. 
An anti-tank gun crew lies quiet­ 
ly in a 
camouflaged 
position 
while a whole company of enemy 
tanks rumble by. 
When 
they 
have passed, the gun crew jumps 
up 
and 
jubilantly 
announces, 
“We’ve just wiped out the whole 
company.” 
The umpire rules that they 
didn’t knock out anything. Anti­ 
tank gunners are provided with 
an orange flag or blank ammuni­ 
tion. When a soldier or vehicle 
is fired upon, the men being look­ 
ed at through gun sights must 
know it. Therefore, when a targ­ 
et is fired upon the blank must 
be fired or the flag 
must 
be 
waved, and umpires waved. 
The umpire said that had they 
waved the flag or fired a blank, 
he would have ruled at least one 
tank out of action—provided the 
gun sights were aligned properly 
and provided the crew was a 
trained crew. It is the job of 
the umpire to determine whether 
the gun crew is trained. 
This 
may be done by asking stock 
questions. 
The whole system of umpiring 
is based on firepower units. A 


rifle is one unit, a light machine- 
gun six, a heavy machinegun 10, 
and so on. Trend of battles are 
determined by which side had su­ 
periority of firepower, but that 
does not necessarily mean that 
just because a combat unit has 
superior firepower it may ad­ 
vance. Usually firepower of three 
to one is necessary to drive back 
a defending force, though this 
not always is true. Disposition of 
tanks, troops, guns, and use of 
them tell the story. 
It is the job of the umpire to 
see that physical contact between 
troops is avoided. That is their 
toughest job, but they have been 
successful in that only 
a 
few 
hand-to-hand fights among over- 
zealous soldiers who want their 
outfits to win have occurred and 
those which did occur were brok­ 
en up quickly. There have been 
no such incidents as entire com­ 
panies throwing down their arms 
and going at it hand and fist as 
in the Arkansas-Lousiana 
m a­ 
neuvers last year. 
________ 
The troops have behaved well 
during these trying maneuvers, 
but they still don’t like umpires.

is successful. 
Enclosed with the letter is the 
copy of a speech by Michaels in 
which he declares "if these su r­ 
plus quantities are not released 
for industrial use. 22.000 jew elers, 
em ploying over 100.000 m en and 
women will be threatened w ith 
bankruptcy. No watches, clocks, 
table silver, hollow silver, silver 
jew elry, or any other item s made 
of m etal will be available ex ­ 
cept solid gold goods. The gov­ 
ernm ent will lose about $50,000.­ 
000 annually in excise taxes and 
additional sums in income and 
personal taxes. Fifteen hundred 
stores in New England alone will 
close. 
Michaels points out th at "the

gree affect our prosecution of the 
w ar. R ather it w ill build morale 
by continuing the em ploym ent of 
those who otherwise will be job­ 
less, and, for th e first tim e in 
years, an industry can be preserv­ 
ed w ithout a single penny of cost 
to the governm ent.”

Publicity Outlay 


City council W ednesday eve­ 
ning voted to underw rite Cham­ 
ber of Commerce expenses for 
publicity purposes to the extent 
of $2000 following a communica­ 
tion from John R. E. Chaffey, sec­ 
retary to the board. 


When the Cham ber of Com­ 
merce communication w as read 
at council meeting, Mr. Chaffey 
explained the aim s of the cham­ 
ber. He declared th at the request 
was made so th at the chamber 
could prepare its budget for the 
year and pian its program. 


WANT ASSURANCE 


“If we have something definite 
to work on, we can make plans 
for the season.” he said in urg­ 
ing the establishm ent of a set 
sum. 
Mr. Chaffey explained th at last 
■year the Cham ber had $13,500 at 
its disposal, $3500 of which was 
contributed by the council. This 
year, he said, because of condi­ 
tions, the Cham ber was asking 
the council to back its program 
of publicising Palm Springs for 
$2000 only.

Questions 
continue: 
Q: W hat is the State Conven­ 
tion; w hat is the State Central 
Com m ittee; w hat is the County 
C entral C om m ittee; w hat do they 
do? 


A: The law requires 
th at 
a 
"State convention” of every' par­ 
ty be held on a specifified day 
every two years. This year these 
party conventions w ere held on 
Septem ber 17th. They are all held 
in the Capitol a t Sacram ento at 
the same time. The party with 
the largest registration takes the 
Assembly cham ber; 
the 
party 
w ith the next registration takes 
the Senate Cham ber; and the lit­ 
tle parties go up on the fourth 
floor and take 
th e 
committee 
rooms. Each convention consists 
of 
the 
G overnor, 
Lieutenant- 
G overnor, 
Secretary 
of 
State, 
Treasurer, Controller, 
Attorney- 
G eneral, every m em ber of the 
Senate and the Assembly, every 
m em ber 
of Congress, 
and 
all 
m em bers of the Board of Equali­ 
zation. 


If any one of these officials be­ 
longs to another party, he attends 
his party convention, and the oth­ 
er conventions have the right, if 
they so desire, to fill- his vacant 
place by resolution. 


The State C entral Committee 
of each party m eets the follow­ 
ing day, also in th e Capitol, and 
in the sam e room s used for the 
S tate 
conventions. 
The 
State 
C entral C om m ittee consists of the 
sam e people who make up the 
S tate convention, plus three times 
as many people appointed by the 
convention m em bers. If the con­ 
vention m em ber is a man; he ap­ 
points three other people, 
but 
tw o of them w ould be women, 
and vice versa. This gives the 
State C entral Com m ittee a m em ­ 
bership half of m en and half of 
women. 


The convention w rites the plat­ 
form of the party; it fills the vac­ 
ancies already spoken of; it lis­ 
tens to speeches by its prospec­ 
tive candidates and nominees and 
applauds them 
enthusiastically; 
then it adjourns and tries to set­ 
tle the internal 
argum ents 
re­ 
garding officers for 
the 
State 
C entral 
Comm ittee, 
without 
bringing these argum ents on the 
floor of the com m ittee meeting! 
If these various “caucuses” are 
successful, the State Committee 
m eeting on the following day is 
a quiet and orderly affair; if the 
argum ents cannot be ironed out 
privately, then 
th e 
convention 
can become very heated, and the 
roll has to be called over and 
over again, and calling a roll of 
662 names, represented either in 
person or by proxy, is a tim e-tak­ 
ing job.

Q: W hat is the State G uard; 
is the Legislature opposed to the 
State G uard; what is th e argu­ 
m ent 
betw een 
the 
Legislature 
and the Governor? 


A: The California State Guard 
is a voluntary organization, cre­ 
ated by th e Legislature to take 
the place of the California Na­ 
tional G uard, when th at organi­ 
zation w as called into active ser­ 
vice. Its prim ary object is guard 
duty in local areas. Men joined 
it w ith th e patriotic and sincere 
idea th at they 
could 
continue 
their usual occupations and then 
serve guard duty in addition, as 
in England, and all were willing 
to be called from their occupa­ 
tions in an emergency. The first 
difficulty 
encountered w as the 
desire of the A dm inistration to 
increase the Guard and m ake the 
m em bers subject to duty continu­ 
ously, in any part of the State. 
The second problem w as an ap ­ 
parent desire 
to 
change 
the 
G uard into a political organiza­ 
tion. The third was a sim ilar de­ 
sire to appoint the officers on 
some political basis. The Legis­ 
lature and th e Guard itself op­ 
posed these ideas. There was nev­ 
er any o th er argum ent about the 
G uard: th ere w as never any ques­ 
tion of m oney support: the ap ­ 
propriation voted was more than 
that asked for by the heads of 
the G uard, but less than that 
asked for by the Governor. 
The bill has imperfections but 
these are due to the above diffi­ 
culties and to the lack of ex­ 
perience. The G uard is inherent­ 
ly sound. 
If 
you believe 
the 
G uard should be a political or­ 
ganization. you agree w ith 
the 
G overnor: if you beli vc it should 
be a m ilitary organization, cap­ 
ably led, and adequate for all j 
G uard purposes, you agree wi h 
the Legislature. That's all there 
is to it!

C hristm as 
gifts o r cards to 
relatives

friends in the N avy or M arine 
Corps abroad, should m ail them 
before Nov. 1. 
Otherwise, Navy an d Postal o f­ 
ficials w arned today, the p ack­ 
ages and cards probably will a r­ 
rive at their destinations too late 
for C hristm as enjoym ent. 
Special efforts w ill be made to 
deliver packages labeled “C hrist­ 
mas Parcel” in tim e for the Y ule- 
tide observance, the officials said, 
adding that early m ailing w ill 
greatly facilitate the process. 
Carelessness in choosing gifts 
or in packaging 
and 
m ailing 
them, they cautioned, also m ay 
result in m eager C hristm as cheer 
for the nation’s fighting sailors 
and marines. 
In selecting gifts, persons w ere 
urged by the Navy to purchase 
articles th at are easily portable 
and useful in any clim ate. In this 
category they listed toilet kits, 
watches, notebooks, pipes, w al­ 
lets, pens o r pencils and photo­ 
graphs. 
Sending of electrical apparatus 
and perishable m atter was d is­ 
couraged. Clothing should not be 
mailed unless 
specifically 
re ­ 
quested, the officials said. 
Postal regulations prohibit th e 
sending of intoxicants, inflam a­ 
ble m aterials, including m atches 
and lighter fluids, and poisons o r 
compositions w hich m ay kill o r 
injure another. 
Parcels should not exceed th e 
size of an ordinary shoe box and 
should not w eigh over six pounds. 
They should be packed in sub­ 
stantial boxes or containers and 
should 
be 
covered 
by 
strong 
wrappers. 
Delay w ill be avoided if pack­ 
ages are not sealed, b u t are tied 
or secured so as to be readily 
opened 
for 
censoring. 
Sealed 
packages of cigars, tobacco and 
toilet articles in sim plest m er­ 
cantile form, how ever, may be 
closed w ithin packages. 
The packages should be pack­ 
ed tightly to avoid dam age in
